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Moore sentenced 
to 10 years for 
manslaughter

What if... 

That was the primary theme 
of a letter written by a man who 
pleaded guilty to manslaughter 
in the DUI death of an elder¬ 
ly woman. Johnny D. Moore, 
of Mount Sterling, pleaded 
guilty two weeks ago to striking 
Martha Vivian with his truck 
on Highway 11, also known as 
Black Creek Road, back on Feb. 


28, 2013. Last Wednesday he 
was formally sentenced to 10 
years in the state penitentiary 
for the crime. 

But there was some drama at 
the sentencing as well. 

Moore, who stood at the 
podium as his attorney, public 
defender Lisa Whisman, read a 
letter he had written to Vivians 
family. His letter discussed his

Clay City increase water, sewer rates; planning for Ice Cream Social

The Clay City Council last 
Monday approved an increase in 
both the water and sewer rates, 
as was expected to help with the 
city’s share of payments made 
for the new wastewater system. 
The rates have been raised by 
Stanton as well to accommo¬ 
date the issue, as both entities 
were advised it would probably 
become necessary when the plan 
was put into motion. 

The city increased the rate 
for water to $17.44 for the first 
2,000 gallon, which is the min¬ 
imum. For each 1,000 gallons 
it would be $6.75 in side the 
city. Customers of the Clay City 
Water Works living outside the 
city would seen an increase to 
$29.99 for the 2,000 gallon min¬ 
imum with an additional $9.23 
for each additional 1,000 gal¬ 


lons. 

The sewer rate would also 
increase. Inside the city custom¬ 
ers would see the rate rise to 
$22.40 for the minimum 2,00 
gallons and an extra $11.65 for 
each additional 1,000 gallons. 
Outside the city the rates would 
go up to $28 for the minimum 
and each additional 1,000 gal¬ 
lons would be $14.56. 

Even the hook-up fees would 
increase to $9.50. Deposits 
would go from $100 to $200 to 
have services turned on. 

“The fees have changed and 
it’s not pleasant, but it is some¬ 
thing we had to do,” Mayor 
James Caudill said. The vote to 
approve the increase was 5-0. 
Councilman Ralph Patrick was 
not present for the meeting. 

Council members and parks 
and recreation board members, 
got into a long discussion about 
the upcoming Clay City Ice 
Cream Social. Several key deci¬ 


sions about the social have yet to 
be made. The parks committee 
reported that the freezer they 
used last year was no longer 
operational. A discussion about 
whether to lease one of possible 
a soft serve ice cream machine 
took several minutes. 

The city is also looking at pos¬ 
sibly purchasing single serve ice 
creams, like popsicles, ice cream 
sandwiches, push-ups and small 
cups of ice cream. 

But in a meeting that at times 
was a little chaotic, the discus¬ 
sion also got around to possibly 
hiring a live band or using disk 
jockey and make a donation to 
them. It even got around to pos¬ 
sibly painting ice creams on the 
street, much like Stanton does 
for the Stanton Corn Festival. 
There will also be at least 30 ice 
cream flags flying from utility 
poles in the city for the event.

“One step in and one step out and you’re on your own...”

In the past few years there has been 
a surge of small town music groups 
bringing back the sound of bluegrass 
and folk music. The Jenkins Twins are 
Estill County’s latest group bringing 
back the sound of their Appalachian 
roots. 

Trenton and Trevor Jenkins, along 
with their father Wesley, who jokingly 
claims he just hauls their equipment 
and helps them get set up and then 
they let him play the bass, have been 
pretty busy this summer. 

Music comes natural to these two 
young men, who come from a long 
line of talented family members. Both 
began playing an instrument around 
the age of six, Trenton on the guitar 
and Trevor on the drums. “When they 
actually stopped thumping and started 
playing,” Wesley said, “I can remember 
them playing ‘Sweet Child of Mine’. 
Lord, how many times did I hear it.” 

The Twins, who are 2014 ECHS 
graduates, decided to put their college 
plans on hold for awhile to see where 
their music takes them. 


“I told them if they were going to 
give this thing a shot that now is the 
time to do it. Don’t wait until you get 
older,” Wesley Jenkins stated. 

This all came about early this year 


after Trenton and Trevor attended 
an Avett Brothers concert at Rupp 
Arena. At the time both were playing 
in a local band made up of friends 
who called themselves WATT. After 


watching the Avett Brothers perform 
live the twins decided to branch out 
and start playing their own style of 
music. 

“We had different tastes in music 
really,” Trevor said. “Dad always 
listened to bluegrass so we decided to 
give it a try.” 

“I didn’t even know they could 
sing,” their mother Jerri said. “They 
had always just played.” 

The boys are usually pretty quiet, 
but are completely different on stage. 
Wesley said he has watched them over 
the past 6 or 7 gigs and every time it 
gets a little easier. “I don’t think 10,000 
people would bother them now.” 

Since Trenton already knew how 
to play the guitar, he decided he’d 
like try and learn to pick the banjo. 
“He asked if he could get one, and I 
had an old one. He picked it up and 
made it sound good, so he got a better 
banjo. It’s been about four months and 
you can see how well he does now,” 
Wesley said as he talked of his sons 
accomplishments. 

Around the same time, his brother 
began practicing the banjo, Trevor

remorse for the events and 
how he was slowly regaining 
his memory of the night. Sev¬ 
eral “what if” statements were 
in the letter, including items 
like what if Vivians car had 
not been in his lane of travel, 
what if she had not been on 
the road and what if a vehicle 
coming toward him had not 
flashed their light at him to 
warning of the danger ahead. 

Moore also had written 
other “what if” statements 
pertaining to himself. The big¬ 
gest one was about his actions 
that night. “What if I had just 
stayed home,” Whisman read, 
as Moore used his shirt to 
wipe away what appeared to 
be tears. 

Vivian, 79, is believed to 
have missed her driveway 
just before 9:30 p.m. that 
evening and in an attempt to 
turn around in a neighbors 
driveway she ran into a ditch. 
Vivian then apparently went 
around the vehicle to check it 
out and was struck by a 1992 
GMC truck driven by Moore. 

Vivian was found several 
feet away from her car in the 
roadway, while the truck ca¬ 
reened off the road and ended 
up in a ditch almost directly 
across from Vivians home. 
She was pronounced dead at 


the scene. Police say his blood 
alcohol level was .140 at the 
time of the accident. 

Moore, according to wit¬ 
nesses, was the only person 
seen at the truck following the 
accident. He tried to place the 
blame on others, including a 
relative, but police quickly dis¬ 
proved that claim. However, a 
DNA test was ordered in the 
case, though it is not clear if 
the results have ever been re¬ 
turned. 

Moore was incarcerated for 
just over nine months before 
being granted a lower bond 
and placed on GPS monitor¬ 
ing, basically a house arrest. 
He was allowed to go to work 
and mediation was ordered in 
the case. That mediation took 
place on July 2, 

Assistant Commonwealth 
Attorney Lynn Herald read off 
two letters from family mem¬ 
bers of Vivian. The letters dis¬ 
cussed how the loss of Vivian, 
in the manner that she died, 
has gad a devastating effect 
on the family and her friends. 
Herald said she had eight vic¬ 
tim impact letters as well as 
a petition with at least 150 
signatures asking the court 
to have Moore serve 10 years 
“without parole.” 

Whisman asked the court 
to look at Moores work record 
and his willingness to work or 
“never shy away from work” 
and grant Moore probation. 
But it was clear that would not 


happen as the court ruled they 
would not. 

Whisman then asked the 
court to accept the reports 
stating that Moore had served 
over 500 days, with the house 
arrest days included. But Her¬ 
ald and Vivians family mem¬ 
bers vehemently disagreed. 

“We plea bargained this 
with the understanding that 
he (Moore) would get credit 
for only the nine months he 
was in jail. That was it,” Vivi¬ 
ans daughter, Joyce Carl told 
the court in a voice that was 
cracking and tears streaming 
sown her face. “He was able to 
go home for the holidays and 
all we had was the memory of 
our loved one. We just want 
the court to be fair to our fam¬ 
ily too.” 

“I cant say what they dis¬ 
cussed, we were in differ¬ 
ent rooms at the mediation,” 
Whisman said, as the mood in 
the courtroom seem to inten¬ 
sify “But this court has consis¬ 
tently ruled to include house 
arrest days in the sentence.” 
Herald quickly added that the 
court is not bound by past rul¬ 
ings and could take each case 
on its own merits. 

Part of the discussion then 
turned to Moores alleged drug 
use while out of jail. Pretrial 
service personnel reported 
that Moore failed a mandato¬ 
ry drug test in late June. The 
report indicates that he had 
oxycodone in his system. His

attorney said he denies the 
claim and even had his own 
test conducted two to three 
days later because “it was the 
weekend” which made it hard¬ 
er to get one. 

Powell Circuit Judge Frank 
Fletcher did not seem to be¬ 
lieve that a test two or three 
days later could indicate what 
was in Moores system during 
the original test. He used that 
as well as the factor of the 
court being able to decide on 
each case individually as to 


whether or not to allow house 
arrest days to be considered as 
time served. 

Fletcher ruled that the time 
served would be the nine 
months, or 286 days, that 
Moore was in the jail. He fur¬ 
ther ruled that the fact he was 
able to go to work and then 
tested “dirty” played into the 
decision. 

Moore was sentenced to the 
10 years he agreed to for the 
lower charge of manslaughter, 
He has originally charged with 


murder and DUI. Moore was 
taken into custody and taken 
to the Powell County Deten¬ 
tion Center. 

Under the deal Moore 
would be sentenced to 10 years 
on the lower manslaughter 
charge and receive 30 days for 
the DUI. He would also have 
a $375 service fee, his license 
revoked for 120 days and have 
to attend classes.

KYTC Graduated Driver License course now offered online 

Gives students option of taking course anytime, anywhere 


The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet (KYTC) today an¬ 
nounced an online version of the Graduated Driver License 
course for teaching safe driving techniques to beginning drivers. 

The online program represents a fourth option for completing 
the course, which is required before a learners permit can be 
replaced with an unrestricted driver’s license. 

Until now, three options were available: 

• A four-hour Graduated Driver License course provided by 
KYTC in the drivers home county. The course is offered for free, 
and at least two courses are held per year in each of the states 
120 counties. 

• High school drivers education course or a similar course 
offered by a Kentucky community college, vocational School or 
Job Corps. 

• Private driver training course at a driver training school ap¬ 
proved by the KYTC Division of Driver Licensing. 

The new, fourth option is an online course administered by I 
Drive Safely, a driver education website. 

“Our hope is to make options available for every situation,” 
said Rodney Kuhl, KYTC commissioner of the Department of 
Vehicle Regulation. “We understand people have busy sched¬ 
ules, and this new online option just adds another convenient 
way for those struggling to find time for our classroom course.” 

The online course, which costs $15, takes about four hours 


to complete. The course can be taken when convenient for the 
driver and at the driver’s own pace, as long as the course is com¬ 
pleted within 270 days of the initiated login. The money charged 
for the course is collected by the website administering the 
course, not the state. 

Nearly 35,000 students take the Graduated Driver License 
course each year. Students taking the online course may have to 
wait 24 to 48 hours before completion of the course shows up on 
their driving records. But after the course is complete, a confir¬ 
mation email will be sent to the student. The course is available 
online at http://teen.idrivesafely.com/Kentucky/. 

Once drivers have completed the course, along with other 
requirements under Kentucky’s Graduated Driver License Law, 
they are eligible for an unrestricted driver’s license. Guidelines 
for the state’s Graduated Driver License Law can be found on¬ 
line at transportation.ky.gov/Driver-Licensing/Pages/Graduat- 
ed-Driver-Licensing-Program.aspx. 

Commissioner Kuhl said the public’s interest in online driver 
training became apparent after launch of an online version of 
State Traffic School for drivers cited for traffic violations. 

“The online Graduated Driver License Course is a logical ex¬ 
tension of our services and another way to increase convenience 
for those looking for classes,” Commissioner Kuhl said.

The most urgent news of 
this month regarding state 
government was the budget 
shortfall and the plan Gover¬ 
nor Beshear announced to fill 
in the gaps. The state suffered 
a $91 million shortfall due to 
tax revenues failing to meet 
projections. 

To plug this hole, the gov¬ 
ernor announced that he will 
use money from agency bud¬ 
get surpluses, some General 
Fund money and a withdraw¬ 
al from the Rainy Day fund. 
I echo our Senate president’s 
response that “the governor’s 
plan is appropriate.” However, 
as President Stivers also noted, 
the real focus should be on the 
fact that the shortfall in reve¬ 
nues is caused by a hamstrung 
economy Tax reform must be 
a top priority in order to help 
Kentucky’s businesses com¬ 
pete in a global economy and 
we must continue to look for 
ways to break the stranglehold 
the Obama Administration 
has put on our industries. For 
example, two years ago, Ken¬ 
tucky received $300 million 
from the coal severance fund. 
This year it was cut to $197.5 
million - a dramatic hit to 
our budget. In addition, the 
effect is even greater with the 
thousands of jobs lost in the 
coal fields. The ripple effect in¬ 
cludes loss of tax revenue from 
those salaries and the money 
those earners spent in their 
communities. 

During the Interim Joint 
Committee meeting on Trans¬ 
portation, Secretary Mike 
Hancock and staff gave a status 
update on the progress of the 
Kentucky Automobile Vehicle 
Information System (KAVIS). 
Negotiations are being held 
with contractors to complete 
the project. Committee mem¬ 
bers expressed frustration with 
the time the project has taken 
and with the system currently 
in use that is expensive and 


inefficient. Many members are 
ready to have KAVIS in place. 
It will make the work of Ken¬ 
tucky drivers, boaters, clerks 
and dealers much easier when 
purchasing or selling vehicles 
and boats and processing the 
necessary paperwork. 

Veterans were the focus of 
the IJC on Veterans, Military 
Affairs and Public Protection. 
Veterans Dr. Ray Biggerstaff, 
Cpt. (RET), and Col. (RET) 
Bill Lytle explained the need 
for a Veterans’ Center in Bowl¬ 
ing Green which has over¬ 
whelming support from local 
citizens and officials. Current¬ 
ly veterans in the region are 
being forced to drive long dis¬ 
tances for needed services, and 
the lack of a closer center may 
force some veterans to move 
out of state. 

Kentucky Department of 
Veteran Affairs officials also 
advocated for the center which 
would house a nursing home, 
education center, job center 
and provide behavioral health 
services. The presentations 
were informative and we will 
most likely hear more on this 
need during the next legisla¬ 
tive session. 

The committee then heard 
from representatives of the 
Veterans’ Affairs (VA) Hospi¬ 
tal in Louisville on the many 
treatment options for veter¬ 
ans with Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder (PTSD). They testi¬ 
fied that nearly 19,000 Afghan¬ 
istan and Iraq war veterans in 
just the Louisville area alone 
have been diagnosed with 
PTSD. The VA representatives 
explained the approaches of 
counseling, group therapy 
and medicinal treatments for 
PTSD, which according to 
testimony have had positive 
results. We also discussed sub¬ 
stance abuse amongst PTSD 
patients and the treatment op¬ 
tions available. 

Sadly some who suffer from 
PTSD have suicidal thoughts. 
Contact the Veterans’ Crisis 
Hotline for help. The service 
is free and can provide imme¬ 


diate life-saving assistance to 
veterans, their family mem¬ 
bers, friends and co-workers. 
Reach them at 1-800-273-8255 
(press 1); send a text to 838255; 
or use the confidential online 
chat at www.veteranscrisisline. 
net. 

Finally we heard testimo¬ 
ny from veterans advocating 
for the legalization of medical 
marijuana to treat PTSD and 
other injuries. The spokesmen 
gave personal accounts on the 
problems and side effects of 
other prescription drugs that 
they had been treated with for 
many injuries as well as their 
PTSD, and claimed that med¬ 
ical marijuana enhanced their 
rehabilitation. This is a hot 
topic across the nation, and I 
am sure we will hear more on 
the topic throughout the inter¬ 
im from both proponents and 
opponents.

In this sixth year of the Obama Economy 
unemployment and underemployment remain 
high in Kentucky As I travel throughout the 
Commonwealth, one thing could not be clear¬ 
er: Kentuckians want more and better-paying 
jobs, and they are willing to work hard to get 
them.

A motion was made to take 
money from the restaurant 
tax account to either purchase 
individual ice creams, lease a 
machine or a freezer for the 
social.

Hall presented the city with 
the latest run log and turned in 
a roster that showed 17 mem¬ 
bers for the department; 

• Mayor Caudill discussed 
howe the police departments 
new dash cameras and audio 
system was up and running. 
They will also purchase a por¬ 
table hard drive to assist with 
the program; 

Caudill also discussed about 
two leaks found in the past 
few weeks in the elevated wa¬ 
ter tower on Pompeii. The 
leaks have been repaired, but 
more needs to be done as the 
tower is almost 40 years old. 
A company can be brought 
in to drain the tank, let it dry 
and work on the inside or a 
new tank could be purchased 
for, according to the mayor 
“$125,000 to $150,000.” He 
also discussed how the county 


has about eight acres near the 
animal shelter that has been 
discussed as a possible site for 
a new tank; 

• The council approved bids 
by Goodwin Brothers to work 
on a sidewalk that needs re¬ 
pair due to tree roots damag¬ 
ing it and to seal the munici¬ 
pal buildings parking lot. The 
sidewalk bid was for $850 with 
the city purchasing supplies. 
The parking lot bid was for 
$728. 

• The mayor discussed how 
the zoning committee has met 
and chose Mike Briggs as the 
chairperson, Matt Lee as the 
vice chairperson and Christina 
Ballard as the secretary. They 
will meet on the third Wednes¬ 
day at 6 p.m.; and 

• The council agreed to al¬ 
low the mayor to spend up 
to $3,000 for new chairs and 
tables for the multipurpose 
room. Several chairs are no 
longer usable and are need¬ 
ed since the city rents out the 
room for various functions.

A late spring following a 
brutally cold winter caused 
some hit and miss stream 
smallmouth fishing this past 
spring. With the warm winds 
of June now here, stream 
smallmouth are settling into 
their summer patterns with 
water temperatures stabilizing 
in the mid 70s. 

Years of perfect flow con¬ 
ditions for reproduction be¬ 
queathed a quality cohort of 
smallmouth bass 14 inch¬ 
es and longer in Kentucky 
streams. 

“We saw good numbers of 
14-, 15- and 16-inch small¬ 
mouth this spring in our Elk- 
horn Creek population sam¬ 
pling,” said Jeff Crosby, central 
fisheries district biologist for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“We saw fish up to 18 inches 
and the overall catch rate was 
the highest since the mid- 
2000s.” 

Those who love to catch 
stream smallmouth bass are 
blessed to live in Kentucky. 
Many flowing ribbons of 
smallmouth water course 
through our state. If a local 
stream has a rocky bottom, 
pools and riffles and water 
at least waist deep in some 
holes, it likely holds small- 
mouths. You can jump across 
many productive smallmouth 
streams in Kentucky in spots. 
Most get little fishing pressure. 

Stream smallmouth fishing 
boils the pursuit down to its 
essence and that is the beauty 
of it. No electronic sonar units, 
GPS maps nor expensive boats 
needed. Just a handful of lures, 
a light to medium-light power 
spinning outfit spooled with 
6-pound line and an abili¬ 
ty to read flowing water is all 
you need. Choose a rod with a 
forgiving tip and a strong butt 
section. Noodle rods don’t cut 
it for stream smallmouth. 

Wading is a cheap and high¬ 


ly productive way to fish these 
streams. Wading boots or a 
worn out pair of hiking boots 
protect the feet while wading. 
Avoid open-toe sandals or flip 
flops as your feet need a buf¬ 
fer from sharp rocks, glass or 
pieces of barbed wire depos¬ 
ited in the stream bed during 
the last flood. 

Stream smallmouth bass 
reside in three main places 
in summer: the flowing areas 
upstream and downstream 
of a riffle and in the flowing 
shoals. The tranquil areas in 
deep holes hold fish at rest, not 
those actively feeding. 

The seam water where fast 
water meets slow just down¬ 
stream of a riffle is one of the 
highest percentage spots to try 
in summer. Smallmouth bass 
will hang behind a rock, log 
or undercut bank near these 
spots and scarf any disorient¬ 
ed baitfish, crawfish or sculpin 
that comes tumbling down¬ 
stream. 

Work a black 4-inch finesse 
worm in this seam water by 
simply letting the current 
move the worm. Use enough 
weight so the worm gently 
strikes bottom occasional¬ 
ly. A 1/8-ounce leadhead is 
a good start, but switch to a 
1/16-ounce if the current isn’t 
moving the worm and impart¬ 
ing a natural presentation. 

A smoke-colored 3-inch 
curly-tailed grub worked in 
the same fashion draws strikes 
as well as Beaver-style crea¬ 
ture baits in the green pump¬ 
kin color. After working the 
seam water below the riffle, 
wade upstream above the riffle 
and cast these lures. Current 
breaks created by rocks, logs 
and stumps should be probed 
as well as any small pocket 
holes. 

Flowing shoals pocked with 
rocks, cracks in the bottom 
and scour holes hold stream 
smallmouth all summer long. 


Shoals with a good under¬ 
cut bank running along one 
or both sides of the stream 
is all the better. Rapala-style 
floating/diving crankbaits are 
deadly in flowing shoals. 

Work them with a steady 
retrieve or with an aggressive 
pause and jerk. In low water, 
a gentle twitch followed by a 
long pause works best. This 
lure draws them out from be¬ 
hind in-stream rocks and un¬ 
dercut banks. 

Topwaters worked along 
undercut banks in flowing 
shoals make the most excit¬ 
ing stream smallmouth fish¬ 
ing. The Rapala-style lures 
work well in this situation, but 
chuggers and the cigar-shaped 
lures designed for the walk- 
the-dog retrieve work better. 
Yellow and red colored deer 
hair poppers cast on a fly rod 
along these banks also brings 
great sport. 

Wade with stealth in the 
low and clear conditions of 
summer. Wear drab clothing 
and move slowly. Don’t cre¬ 
ate pressure waves from your 
body moving through the 
water too quickly as these can 
spook smallmouths. Slide your 
feet along the bottom to avoid 
lifting rocks with your toe that 
might slam the bottom when 
you wade.

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Canning, then and now

Its time now for gar¬ 
dens to yield us a lot of 
good vegetables. I can re¬ 
member when everybody 
depended on their gar¬ 
dens to feed their families 
the year round. 

My mom canned on her 
wood stove in the kitchen 
or outside over a fire made 
under a big tub that would 
hold a dozen jars or more 
of green beans, tomatoes 
or whatever. It took some 


doing to have enough wood to keep the fire hot and 
water boiling to cook green beans for four hours. 

Someone had to stoke the fire up often to keep the 
water boiling. Mom also canned in a canner with a 
rack and lid that held seven quarts or 14 pints. 

If any of you try to can beans the old-fashioned way, 
you might check with the extension office to see if 

they actually would need 
boiling four hours. May¬ 
be less time would do it. I 



can beans now in a pres¬ 
sure canner in quart jars 
and boil them for 30 min¬ 
utes under ten pound 
pressure. I pack jars 
with clean beans and fill 
them up with warm wa¬ 
ter to the top below the 
j| band. I always put one 
teaspoon of salt on top 
first, then I put caps and 

I screw bands on tightly 
before boiling. 


The old wood stove 
sure heated up the 


kitchen, but it was easi¬ 
er inside than outside, I 
guess. Mom either 
canned or dried everything because we didn’t 
have electricity for a long time. 

Later, we had a refrigerator and only used the freez¬ 


er in the top for ice. All of us kids liked to chomp on 
ice cubes a lot. 

Mom made vanilla ice cream from a mix that you 
stirred into milk, poured into ice trays, and let partly 
freeze before you took it out and beat it with a fork 
and poured it back in. The mix made good ice cream. 
Jello was a very good and popular dessert back then 
too. We all loved it. 

Almost everybody up at Drip Rock bought an Ad¬ 
miral refrigerator from a store in Irvine, so we all had 
one just alike. 

My mom would string whole beans or red peppers 
up on twine, (also apple slices) and tie them up behind 
our wood stove to dry. She used a lot of the different 
kinds of apples from our orchard to make applesauce, 
apple jelly, apple butter and canned sulfured apples, 
which had a very unique taste. 

My daddy liked a lot of sweetening, and Mom made 
cobbler pies a lot (one of his favorites was rhubarb). 

She also made butter roll for him and us by just roll¬ 
ing out biscuit dough and putting several tablespoons 
of homemade butter on it, adding sugar, and rolling it 
up and baking it. I’ll bet cinnamon would have made 
it better, but I think he liked it plain. 

Daddy also kept five or six beehives for honey. He 
robbed the bees in the summer, I think. 

He would dress up in his bee bonnet and gloves, 
and he tied his shirt sleeves and pant legs to keep the 
bees out. He used a smoker to blow smoke in the hive 
to addle the bees. 

Now Mom always said she wasn’t afraid of those 
bees, and she did help him hold things when he was 
getting honey out of the can or bucket. 

The bees sometimes would be more lively or maybe 
not get smoked good. Once one popped Mom in the 
top of her head, and she got out of there in a hurry. 
She had a headache afterwards. 

Sometimes the bees would swarm, and she and us 
kids would run get pans and something to bang on 
them with to settle the bees. They usually settled in 
one of our apple trees on a limb. Daddy would bring 
the beehive down, set it on a sheet, cut the limb off 
and wrap the bees up so they would go back in the 
hive. It always worked. The bees always follow the 
queen.

bought some from someone who did. He preferred 
honey to eat on hot biscuits. 

A lot of people back then ate Karo Syrup. Us kids 
re-used the buckets it came in for our lunch pails. 

People didn’t throw things away nor waste anything. 

The Bible mentions honey several times. John the 
Baptist ate locusts and wild honey. In Psalms 119- 
103, it says God’s word is sweeter than honey, and 
in Exodus 3:8, God said the promised land for Israel 
would be flowing with milk and honey. A good place 
to be. 


I have a sauerkraut recipe to share that came from 
Ruth Winkle. It is a little different, but we used it last 
year, and the kraut kept good. 


Sauerkraut 

Chop cabbages and fill jars Vi full. Add 1 tablespoon 
of canning salt and one teaspoon of white vinegar. 

Fill jars on up but not real tight. Pour hot water 
over cabbage and then add 14 teaspoon of sugar on 
top. 

Put lids on loosely and allow to ferment for approx¬ 
imately two weeks. Seal tightly by heating in a hot 
water bath, but don’t cook it. 


Fire up the grill this summer 


Grilling is one 
of many peoples 
favorite parts of 
summer, but it 
doesn’t always 
have to involve 
hamburgers, hot 
dogs and barbe- 
que. There are 
plenty of creative 
ways to grill that 
can be healthier 
for you too. 

We all know, to 
be healthier, we 
should choose healthier foods. When grilling, 
you can think beyond the staples by preparing 
more nutrient-dense foods on the grill. You 
can successfully grill a variety of fruits. Peach¬ 
es and pineapples both work exceptionally well 
on the grill as they can be used with meat as a 
main dish or with some cinnamon and low-fat 
whipped topping as a dessert. 

Numerous vegetables can be grilled includ¬ 
ing zucchini, squash, eggplant, tomatoes, on¬ 
ions, and peppers. Some of these you can place 
right on the grill, but for others, you might 
want to purchase a grilling basket. These are 
relatively inexpensive and usually available at 


any large grocery or hardware store. 

While grilling fruits and veggies may sound 
simple enough, remember that you can make 
any food healthy or unhealthy by the way you 
prepare it. Good examples of this are fried 
chicken compared to baked chicken and a raw 
apple versus an apple pie. 

Hamburgers, chicken and steak are great 
grilling options, but so are fish and pork chops. 
If you’re worried about your family turning up 
their noses at fish that is not breaded, try grill¬ 
ing fish they may be already used to, like catfish 
or cod. They may end up liking it more than 
the fried version. 

Many of you are interested in getting the 
most from your food dollars, and you can grill 
on a budget. Look for potential grilling items 
on sale at the grocery store. When you find a 
good deal, buy multiples. Chicken and less ex¬ 
pensive cuts of beef that can be used over sev¬ 
eral meals in salads, fajitas and stir fry dishes 
are great grilling options. When you fire up 
the grill, you can use the surplus to prepare all 
your meals for the week at once and save your¬ 
self time during the workweek.

picked up the guitar. “Last summer I learned a few chords, but I actually started trying a few

With the summer months 
upon us, pet travel is at it’s 
height and it’s time for a re¬ 
minder about the dangers of 
leaving your pet in a parked 
car. Whether you’re parking 
in the shade, just running 
into the store, or leaving the 
windows cracked, it is still 
NOT ok to leave your pet in a 
parked car. 

The temperature inside a 
car can skyrocket after just a 
few minutes. Parking in the 
shade or leaving the windows 
cracked does very little to alle¬ 
viate this pressure cooker. 

On an 85-degree day for 
example, the temperature in¬ 
side a car with the windows 
cracked can reach 102 degrees 
within only ten minutes. After 
30 minutes, the temperature 
will reach 120 degrees. At 110 
degrees, pets are in danger of 
heatstroke. On hot and humid 
days, the temperature in a car 


parked in direct sunlight can 
rise more than 30 degrees per 
minute, and quickly become 
lethal. 

Ambient temperature 
doesn’t matter - it’s whether 
it’s sunny out. Eighty percent 
of the temperature rise oc¬ 
curred within the first half- 
hour. Even on a relatively cool 
day, the temperature inside a 
parked car can quickly spike 
to life-threatening levels if the 
sun is out. 

Researchers noted that 
much like the sun warms a 
greenhouse in winter; it also 
warms a parked car on cool 
days. In both cases, the sun 
heats up a mass of air trapped 
under glass. Precautions such 
as cracking a window or run¬ 
ning the air conditioner prior 
to parking the car were found 
to be inadequate. 

“If more people knew the 
danger of leaving their pets in 


their parked car, they wouldn’t 
do it,” states Kim Salerno, 
TripsWithPets.com President 
& Founder. “Pets are very sus¬ 
ceptible to overheating as they 
are much less efficient at cool¬ 
ing themselves than people 
are” adds Salerno. The solution 
is simple - leave your pets at 
home if the place you are go¬ 
ing does not allow pets. 

Dogs are designed to con¬ 
serve heat. Their sweat glands, 
which exist on their nose and 
the pads of their feet, are in¬ 
adequate for cooling during 
hot days. Panting and drink¬ 
ing water helps cool them, 
but if they only have hot air 
to breathe, dogs can suffer 
brain and organ damage after 
just 15 minutes. Short-nosed 
breeds, young pets, seniors or 
pets with weight, respiratory, 
cardiovascular or other health 
problems are especially sus¬ 
ceptible to heat-related stress.

Signs of heat stress include: 
heavy panting, glazed eyes, a 
rapid pulse, unsteadiness, a 
staggering gait, vomiting or a 
deep red or purple tongue. If 
a pet becomes overheated, im¬ 
mediately lowering their body 
temperature is a must. 

Move the pet into the shade 
and apply cool (not cold) wa¬ 
ter all over their body to grad¬ 
ually lower their temperature. 

Apply ice packs or cool tow¬ 
els to the pet’s head, neck and 
chest only. 

Allow the pet to drink small 
amounts of cool water or lick 
ice cubes. 

Then take the pet to the 
nearest vet. 

Animal Services Officers or 
other law enforcement officers 
are authorized to remove any 
animal left in an unattended 
vehicle that is exhibiting signs 
of heat stress by using the 
amount of force necessary to 



remove the animal, and shall 
not be liable for any damages 
reasonably related to the re¬ 
moval. The pet owner may be 
charged with animal cruelty. 

Creating greater awareness 
is the key to preventing pets 
from this unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing. TripsWithPets.com offers 
some tips to help spread the 
word:

Fishing options for the dog days 


The dog days of summer set¬ 
tled over Kentucky bringing 
the hottest temperatures of the 
year. The summer heat in July 
and August make fishing res¬ 
ervoirs a tough prospect. 

Even bluegill get grumpy in 
the larger lakes at this time of 
year, much less largemouth 
bass. 

“We are getting to the time 
of year of the maximum pro¬ 
duction for baitfish, such as 
shad, in our reservoirs,” said 
Ryan Oster, fisheries program 
coordinator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “Bass and oth¬ 
er predator fish don’t have to 
search hard for food. The big¬ 
ger lakes are full of 2- to 3-inch 
shad; a perfect bite-sized meal 
for them. They shouldn’t be as 
hungry on our larger lakes.” 

Anglers have options now 
that reservoir fishing is tough 
during the day. Oster recom¬ 
mends flowing waters such as 
creeks and tailwaters below 


the major reservoirs for fish¬ 
ing during the dog days. 

Wade fishing a stream for 
smallmouth bass is a pro¬ 
ductive and refreshing way 
to spend a scorching July or 
August afternoon. Wading a 
stream boils fishing down to 
the essentials; you must carry 
all of your lures and tackle. 

Streams usually flow low and 
gentle this time of year, making 
for easy wading. However, the 
best fishing of the year is a wa¬ 
ter rise that follows a soaking 
rain. Not a flood or water that 
looks like flowing mud, but a 
gentle rise that slightly stains 
the water. Smallmouth bass 
move to flowing shoals when 
creeks rise in late summer and 
hit 4-inch black finesse worms 
with abandon. They also crush 
dark brown creature baits that 
imitate crayfish. 

When streams flow at nor¬ 
mal levels in July and August, 
downsize your lure selection 
for stream smallmouth bass. 


A 3-inch Senko-style soft 
plastic jerkbait really shines 
in low, clear late summer wa¬ 
ter. Those in hues of green or 
brown with gold, green, blue, 
silver or red glitter seem to 
catch more smallmouths now 
than those with just black 
flakes or no flakes at all. 

Topwater lures work well 
right now in the first and last 
hours of the day. Smaller, sub¬ 
tler topwaters such as a float¬ 
ing/diving minnow draw more 
strikes in late summer than 
loud, aggressive topwaters 
such as a buzzbait. The peak 
of topwater fishing on streams 
is still on the horizon in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Log on to the department’s 
website at fw.ky.gov and click 
on the “Recreational Fishing” 
tab, then the “Stream Fish¬ 
eries” tab for a list of small¬ 
mouth streams in Kentucky. 
Click on the “Where to Fish” 
tab for public access spots on 
these streams.

Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of Special Education or 504 Services 

Child Find 

The Powell County School District keeps educational records in a secure location in each school and board office. 

The Powell School District obtains written consent from a parent or eligible student (age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institu¬ 
tion), before disclosing personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational records will be destroyed at the request of the parents 
when they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. The Powell School District may destroy the educational 
records of a child without parent request three years after they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents 
are advised that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other purposes. The Powell County 
School District may retain, for an indefinite period of time, a record of the student s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
records, classes attended, grade level completed and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, 
emotional-behavior disability, hearing impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health impair¬ 
ment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain injury, or visual impairment and who because of such 
an impairment need Special Education services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and secondary educaiton program who have a current 
physical or mental impairment that currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the students ability to access the 
school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three and four year old children identified with disabilities 
and four year old children who are at risk, as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for special 
education must have an Individual Education Plan (IEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive State Funded Preschool program services. 

The Powell School District has an ongoing “Child Find” system, which is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in 
a home, facility, or residence within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability and 
be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home 
school; those who are highly mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from grade to grade, 
who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The districts “ Child Find” system includes children with disabilities attending private or home schools within the school district 
boundaires who may need special education services. 

The Powell County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, 
regardless of how severe the disability, is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the child. 
Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged to help the Powell County School District find 
any child who may have a disability and need Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name and age, or date of 
birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents or guardian; the possible disability; and other information to 
determine if Special Education or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Powell County School District collects the information needed. The information the 
school Dsitrict collects will be used to contact the parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred for 
Special Education or 504 services. 

If you know of a child who lives within the boundaries of the Powell County School Dsitrict, who may have a disability, and may need 
but is not receiving Special Education or 504 services, please call the Powell County Board of Education or send the information to:

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As the new school year begins, every parent wants to encourage SUCCESS for their children. However, getting books 
and backpacks can sometimes overshadow the little things that make for a smooth and successful start to the 
school year. Here's an alphabetical guide to the 26 details not to forget this back to school season. 


A- Ask questions. Ask your child about his day at school.

Frovlde a quiet place that is free of distractions, 
and help your child as needed, without doing the work for him. 

I •“Illness. Keep your child home if he is sick. Germs spread quickly in 
a classroom, and one sick child quickly becomes 25 sick children. 

vJ - Jot a note. Be sure to send a written excuse when your child 
is absent. Too many unexcused absences can affect your child’s 
grades, or raise concerns of truancy. 

K- Know the rules. Be familiar with school rules, policies, and 
dress code. 

L- Listen. Really listen when your child talks to you. 

M - Make choices. With your child, choose which after-school 
activities are the most important. 

Nl -Newsletter. Read school and classroom newsletters regularly. 


O-Open blouse. Attend your school’s Open blouse. Find out what’s 
going on. 

P- Praise good behavior. It’s easy to take positive behavior for 
granted, but good kids need to be praised for following the rules. 

Q -Quality time. Busy lives make quality family time hard to And. 
Eat dinner together, go for a walk, or play a game with your child. 

I^-Read your child’s textbooks. Glance through the table of con¬ 
tents to And out what will be taught. Then talk about what your 
child is learning to help build excitement and make connections with 
the topics. 

S- Smile. Try to send your child off with a smile and a hug to set a 
positive tone for the day. 

T- Tardiness. In some schools, a certain number of tardy slips 
count as an unexcused absence. Be careful! 

U -Update the teacher. If there are things going on that are af¬ 
fecting your child, let the teacher know. 

V -Volunteer. Offer to help in the classroom each week. If not, help 
from home by typing the class newsletter, cutting out art projects, 
or planning class parties. 

W -Website. Check out the school website. You’ll find important 
information, changes in dates, and suggestions for ways to sup¬ 
port your child. 

X- Don’t focus on the X’s. When graded work is returned, don’t 
focus on the problems that are marked wrong. Rather than saying, 
“You only missed 7,” say “You got 93 right!” 

Y - Yell and shout. Be your child’s biggest cheerleader. 

Z- Zip your mouth. When you disagree with the teacher, go to her 
directly to discuss your concerns.
